Subject : SETTING UP OF NATIONAL MISSION FOR 
SARVA SHIKSHA ABHiYAN. 

No. F. 2-4/2000-Desk (EE).—The National Policy of Edu¬ 
cation 1986, and its Programme of Action 1992. provided for 
the setting up of a National Mission for the achievement of 
the goal of Universal Elementary Education, The Mission 
was to have the central objective of mobilising all the re¬ 
sources, human, financial and institutional necessary for , chicv- 
ing the goal of UEE. The Education Ministers’ conference 
hdd in October, 1998 had recommended the pursuit of 
Universal Elementary Education in the mission mode. A 
National Gommittei of Education -Ministers under the 
Chairmanship of the Hpn’ble Human Resource Development 
Minister Dr, Murli Manohar Joshi wa"^ set up on the recom¬ 


mendation of the conference to work out the approach to the 
mission mode. The committee submilted its report in Oeto- 
bei, 1999. A framework for Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan, a holis¬ 
tic and convergent appioacb to UEE in the mission mode 
has been finalised in consultation with states. The major 
thrust in tlic Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan will be as follows 1 — 

(i) All 6-14 age children in school/EGS Centre/bridge 
course by 2C03. 

in) All C—14 child)en complete five year primary educa¬ 
tion by 2007. 

(iii) All 6-14 childien complete eight years of schooling 
by 2010. 

2. The approach is community owned and village education 
plans prepared in consultation with Panchayati Raj institutions 
will form the basis or disuiet elementary education plans. 
Funds to states would be channelised to regisicied societies at 
state level. There will be focus on districts having low female 
litciacy among Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The 
Sarya Sbikfiha Abhiyan will cover the entire country with a 
special focus on educational needs of girls. Scheduled Castes 
and .Scheduled Tribes. 

3. In order to facilitate universal elementary education, 
the Government of India has decided to act up the Sarva 
Shiksha Abhiyan National Mission in the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development (Department of Elementary Educa¬ 
tion), The Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan National Mission will be 
an independent and autonomous wing of the Ministry of 
HKD (Department of Elementary Education & Literacy), 
vested with full executive and financial powers in its sphere 
of work. It will be the nodal body for all matters relating 
to clcmentaiy education at the national level. 

4. The Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan National Mission shall have 
a Governing Council and an executive committee. The 
Governing Council of Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan will comprise of 
the following :— 

(i) Plime Minister of India—Chairman, 

ui) Mmisler of 1-1RD—Vice Chairman. 

(iii) Finance Minister, GOI. 

(tv) Deputy Chairman, Planning Commission. 

(v) Minister of State, Women & Child Development.

i x) Six representatives of teachers and- teacher unions. 
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(si) Five persons from among educationis hr. scientists etc. 

fxii)' Six persons from non-governmental .. Organisations 
working in the field of education, 

(xlii) Three persons from women’s organisations. 

(xiv) Three persons working among Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tlihes in the field of elementary education.

F. No. 10-5/99-Policy-ES.—Agriculture sector is central 
to the social economic life of the countiy. It provides food 
for one billion population of the country, raw material for 
agro based industries and is a source of livlihood to two- 
thirds of country’s population. 

2, The agriculture sector has a tremendous potential for 
generating pioduclion, employment and incomes. Rapid 
changes in production technologies such as bio-technology, 
information technology and remote sensing technologies have 
opened new opportunities in the quest for self-relience, food 
and nutritional security and prosperity for the farming 
community.
